Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(e), Applicants hereby petition for the attached 
papers to be given the filing date of October 3, 2001 . 

On October 3, 2001 , Applicant filed a request for a Divisional Application under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b), of pending prior application Serial No. 09/197,770, by Taffy
